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aim 117, wherein said molecules are monoclonal antibodies.— 



Claims 23-53, which claims were added in the preliminary amendment filed September 7, 
2000, are cancelled without disclaimer or prejudice. 

New claims 54-1 18 have been added. Claims 54-1 18 are now pending in this 
application. No new matter is entered by way of amendment.
